If you sell your 
entire month’s allotment within 
a few days, which ,we have found 
to be the case in quite a number 
of instances, then your regular 
cuetomere will suffer for sugar 
during the balance of that month 
A great many retailers have call, 
ed on us to increase their allowance 
of sugar. This we have no auth¬ 
ority to do, in fact, your August 
allowance, in order that there 
may be no going from store to 
store by unpatriotic peop'e, we 
ask that you, in addition to serv¬ 
ing only your regular customers, 
keep in your store a file whore 
each customer will register h i s 
name and address every time he 
buys sugar for domestic use. We 
suggest the use of two long eheets 
of paper with a carbon between 
The original you will send at t h e 
end of each week to your County 
Food Admistrat r and the carbon 
you will keep The County Food 
Administrator will examine the

Tt is estimated at state headijuarteri 
of the National War Savings Commit¬ 
tee that there are at least 400,090 own¬ 
ers of war savings stamps, or baby 
bonds, in Alabama as the result of the 
recent big drive. This is splendid 
evidence ot the patriotism of the peo¬ 
ple of Alabama as well as of the suo 
ccss of the drive. 

Heavy Increase In Salec. 

Since June 29, the last day of thi 
drive, cash sales of war eavingi 
stamps, according to reports from th« 
postofflees, have averaged about |70,00( 
a day. This, does not take Into account 
the many sales made by the banks pi 
sales agents who get their supplies ol 
stamps through the banks instead ot 
the postoffiees. 

"The Work Juat Begun." 

The campaign will be poshed vig¬ 
orously by the stetp committee and 
the cjiunty organisations through the 
remainder of the year, the gnccess al¬ 
ready attained being the ineentlve te 
atm greater endeavor. 

State Director's Message. 

In an address te county chairmen 
and their workers, Crawford Johnson, 
state director, summarizes the lesson 
of the drfve and Indicates some ot 
the lines along which the campaign 
will proceed. The following excerpts 
from Mr. Johnson’s message are of 
general Interest: 

The Lesson of the Drive. 

The “Drive” has demonsrated the 
fact that the class of population does 
not absolutely settle the amount of 
sales and pledges for a county. Many 
people have contended that a county 
with a large colored population could 
not possibly reach anything like its 
quota, and yet such counties as Mar¬ 
engo and Dallas, with lai^e colored 
populations, have shown wonderful re¬ 
sults, and while they have not quite 
reached their quotas, we feel sure that 
they will do so before the end of the 
year. On the other hand, Blount Coun¬ 
ty, with practically no colored popula¬ 
tion, has reached Its quota, and Mar¬ 
shall County, with a small colored 
population, is getting wonderfully close 
to what was asked of It. The fact Is 
also demonstrated that the thing that 
Is the most necessary Is the bringing 
of the proposition to the careful. In¬ 
telligent consideration of the indi¬ 
vidual. The most successful counties 
are Invariably the ones where this has 
been done. 

Army of Salesmen Enrolled. 

We hope for the week beginning 
August 12th to have the services of 
from 2,500 to 3,000 traveling salesmen, 
this number of men to he distributed 
among the various counties of the 
State. Mr. Louis J. Adler, of Mobile, 
Ala., has been appointed State Direc¬ 
tor of traveling salesmen, and Is giv¬ 
ing this work his entire time and at¬ 
tention, and Is receiving therefor no 
compensation whatever. Mr. Adler Is 
President of the Alabama Travelers 
and is going to secure the aid of the 
members ot this organization and of 
all other organizations ot traveling 
men in this State. 

Election Day Opportunities. 

This week includes Election Dky 
gnd we hope to have War Savings rep¬ 
resentatives at every voting place and 
in that way secure pledges from many 
people whom we might otherwise 
never reach. 

Vve believe that many County Chair¬ 
men can add very’materially to their 
pledges by maintaining a steady sys- 
t(»matici campaign in this direction, 
and by the us-j of speakers from time 
to time in various points in the county. 
We hope that they will not fail to take j 
advantage of any gathering of people, j 
and will arrange to have somebody I 
represent, the War Savings Work at 
every one of them. 

What the Women Are Doing. 

The Women’s Division of War Sav¬ 
ings has been thoroughly organized 
under the capable, efficient and earnest ^ 
leadership of Mrs. Richard F. John-j 
ston, of Birmingham, Ala., State Dlrec- 1 
tor of the Women’s Division.

Chairman, who Is ready and willing 
to aid in every possible way. The 
wemen have already done valiant^ ser¬ 
vice in many counties, and we hope 
that the County Chairmen will reifllze j

Listen! Of the 179,000 men 
registered tor military service in 
the stale of Virginia,—once the 
cradle of liberty,—the state of 
Washington, of Jefferson, the 
founder of the Democratic party, 
and of Wilson, its leader of today, 
—but 30,000 were eligible voters 
under the laws of Virgia, although

Of this 
160,000 eligible voters 60.000 are 
Republicans, so that 100,000 Vir¬ 
ginia junkers govern 2,350,000 
people, living in the state of Mon- 
tloello and Mt, Vernon, of the De 
claration of Independence and the 
Virginia Bill of Rights! 

One person in seventeen votes 
in Virginia; one in 29 in Missis¬ 
sippi; one in thirty in South Caro¬ 
lina; one in nineteen in the solid 
Democratic south as a whole; one 
in four in Indiana; one in four 
and a fraction in Michigan and 
Iowa ; one in five in Maine, More 
people vote in the one state of II- 
^ linois than are permitted to vote 
in all the states of the solid Demo¬ 
cratic south, where so-called Demo 
oratio politicians, by force, fraud 
and legal trickery, have put the 
mock in demooraoy and deny to 
the people a republican form of 
government.

METHODS OF DBYING 
FRVITS £ND VEGETABLES 


By Miss Mary Keown, Assistant Home 
Demonstration Agent.

At the proper time we are 
going to expose the tricks 
that certain Democrats tried 
to puli off before the prima¬ 
ry election.

The di;ying of fruits and vegetables 
has become an important borne in¬ 
dustry, because of the shortage of 
cans, jars, and other containers. 
Three methods are in general use at 
present — sun drying, drying by arti¬ 
ficial heat and drying by air blast. 
The housewife will find more satis¬ 
factory results from using artificial 
heat in drying her products. The 
oven of the cook stove can be readily 
utilized. Plates may be used to hold 
the vegetables or specially construct¬ 
ed trays for use in the oven can be 
made from a convenient sized screen 
wire by bending up the edges 1 or 
2 inches. Various forms of cook 
stove driers can be made or purchas¬ 
ed. Complete directions for making 
driers can be obtained by writing the 
Alabama Extension Service at Auburn 

The fruits or vegetables to be dried 
should be carefully selected, "Unly 
those products which are at the beat 
stage for table use should be chosen 
After carefully washing and grading, 
the products are cut or sliced in 
suitable sizes and plunged into boii- 
ing water. After blanching, remove 
the surface moisture and dry. 

If the temperature is too high, the 
cut surfaces of the fruits -and ve, 
■etables become hard and scorched. If 
the air within the oven or drier feels 
1 slightly warm to the Hand, it is prob 
:able that enough heat is being ap 
plied. When fruits are dry they 
should be leathery, but it should be 
impossible to press water from the 
freshly cut ends. Vegetables should 
be entirely dry but not brittle. If 
dried in the sun, the products should 
be heated thoroughly before storiui 
to kill any insect eggs that may be 
present. Pack the dried fruits and 
vegetables in containers that are 
moisture tight and insect jiroof. Tin 
coffee cans, glass jars unsuitable for 
canning purposes, paper sacks dipped 
in paraffin and tightly tied, will af¬ 
ford ample protection. 

Only very young and tender corn 
should be used for drying, and it 
should be prepared at once after 
gathering. Cook in boiling water 
about live minutes, long enough to 
set the milk. Cut the kernels from 
the cob with a sharp knife, taking 
care not to cut off pieces of the cob. 
Spread thinly on trays, and place in 
position to dry. Stir occasionally un¬ 
til dry. When field corn is used, 
good, plump, roasting-ear stage is the 
proper degree of ripeness. 

In preparing dried corn for the 
table, soak the corn lor two to four 
hours in water, using two cups of 
water to one cup of corn. Some 
house-keepers prefer to soak it over¬ 
night, but if this is done the corn 
should be kept in a very cool place 
so that it may not sour. Cook the 
torn in the water in which it was 
soaked for an hour or more. Then 
season with butter, salt, pepper, and 
if desired, a very little sugar also. 
Some house-keepers prefer to add 
milk tO'the water in which the corn 
is cooked or to use cream in place 
of butter for seasoning it. 

Wash and string beans carefully. 
'Hie very young and tender ones 
can be dried whole. Those that are 
full grown should bo cut in one-fourth 
to one inch lengths with vegetable 
slieer or a sharp knife. They are 
then put ill a bag of cheese cloth 
or in a wire basket and blanched in 
boiling water for six to ten minutes, 
depending on the maturity of the 
beans. One-half teaspoon of soda may 
be added ^to each gallon of boiling 
water to help set the green color in 
the beans. Remove surface moisture 
by placing between two towels or by 
exposing to the sun and air for a 
short time. Dry young string beans 
two hours, more matured beans three 
hours. In preparing dried beans for the 
table soak over night or eight to 
twelve hours, using ten pints of water 
to one pound of ber.ns, or three times 
as much water as beans. Boll three 
hours in the same water, with a slice 
of bacon; drain off water and add 
salt, pepper, and b-itter. Cream sauce 
may be used. Further infoi-niation 
about drying may be had by writing 
the Alabama Extension Service at Au¬ 
burn, Ala.

In shipping hogs during hot weather 
r.rof.t precaution shourld be taken to 
:J!event any of ihem being killed in 
ir-ai-.sii, s;:ys the Alabama' Extension 
Service of Auburn. Much loss from 
i!;is cause can be prevented by the 
. are taken hefee, during, and after 
ioeding in the cars. The practice of 
pouring water on hogs when they are 
hot should be abandoned, except 
when they are Jn box cars enroute 
to market. Before putting hogs in 
the car, thoro>ighly clean it and put 
on the floor from 4 to 6 Inches of 
sand, wetting thoroughly. If the sand 
dries out before the hogs reacli 
market, wet it again. If it is unusual¬ 
ly hot it will be well to put a few 
cakes of ice in different parts of 
the caj-, so the ■ hogs can lie up 
against it and cool oft. Do not crowd 
the hogs in the car. Give plenty of 
•pace so that each animal can lie 
down, and be comfortable without dls- 
*urbin,g his neighbor. Corn is quite 
heating, and shr.n’d not be fed, ex¬ 
cept in small quantities, to hogs while 
th; y are bc'ng r.l'tnped, or for two or

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EYES OF CATTLE 


By C. A. Cary, Veterinarian Alabama

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Nearly every year an eye disease 
known as Infectious Keratitis and 
Conjunctivitis appears In some herds 
of cattle in Alabama. It is caused 
by some infection. I have long 
lieved it to be due to some small 
sects that get into the eye. It is well 
known that there are small gnats 
other insects that get into the eye 
people and produce an intense burning, 
irritating sensation until removed, 
and sometimes produces more or less 
-inflammation of the lining of the eye¬ 
lids and cornea, and the final result 
may be a scar and loss of sight. 

The eyes first appear inflamed 
tears flow freely; eyelids clo.sed 
animals appear to suffer great pain 
in the course Of a few days an ulcer 
appears, usually near the center of 
ihe cornea; then the surrounding 
parts of the cornea are more or less 
white and streaked with small hiood 
vessels running irregularly from the 
border of the cornea to the ulcer. 
So-me cases result in a large scar and 
a white opaque cornea, causing blind 
ne.ss. Other cases recover, leaving s 
small white scar. Still other cases 
completely recover, leaving the c^r 
iiea transparent and apparently norm 
al. 

Treatment is helpful and good 11 
properly dOijie. Put the infected cat- 
lie into a shady Bermuda pasture en¬ 
tirely separated from all other cat¬ 
tle or animals. Bathe the affected 
eyes twice -a clay with water and cot¬ 
ton that have been boiled and cool 
ed. During the first two or three days 
after bathing touch the ulcer with 8 
small piece of cotton on the unburn- 
ed end of a match, aftei- the cotton 
has been dip’ped into the following. 
Get a brown one ounce bottle and 
fill it with pure, clean water that 
has Just he(.n boiled, put a piece of 
stick of silver nitrate jpne-third inch 
long into the bottle; cork and shake 
It until all is dissolved. Make this 
up fresh every day. 

After two or thVee days stop using 
the above and with a dropper put a 
few drops of the following into each 
affected eye after each bathing: 

Tannic Acid. 1 dram 

Carbolic Acid.drops 

Glycerine . ^ dram 

Pure Water. 1 ounce 


SECURING STAND 

OF BUR GLQIR 


By M. H. Pearson, Assistant in Agri¬ 
culture.

Bur clover seed is fonnd on the 
market in two forms; seed that is 
held in the bur, and cleaned Sbed 
without the bur. If cleaned seed be 
used it will be necessary to use some 
sort of inoculation; either ccmmerc- 
ial inoculation, or soil on which either 
bur clover, aifalfa or melilotus has 
been growing, if soil be used, ap¬ 
proximately 300 to 500 pounds per 
acre, mixed with the seed, scattered 
broadcast on the soil to be planted 
Is sufficient. This soil should be 
broadcast on a cloudy day or at a 
time when the sun will not strike 
the soil, as sunshine will kill the 
bacteria. 

If cletin seed is used, the date of 
planting may be somewhat later titan 
when sown in the biir. in the north¬ 
ern part of the state September and 
October would be the best time ^for 
sowing, and for southern Alabama it 
may be sown as late as November 
15, although best results will como 
from an earlier seeding. 

Seed sown in Ulie bur after Sep¬ 
tember 15 should he given the' hot 
water treatment. The treatment con¬ 
sists of three containers,—either tubs, 
ibarrels or pots. Container No. 1 
should contain cold water; container 
is"o. 2, hot, but not boiling, water; and 
container No. 3 boiling water. There 
should also be a small container in 
which the water is kept boiling in 
order to keep container No. 3 always 
at the boiling point. 

The seed is placed in a sack and 
lowered in container No. 1, and let 
remain for at least two hours. Occas¬ 
ionally this sack should be moved up 
and down in order to wash out aP. 
the inoculating bacteria possible in 
this container. After this has been 
done mewe the sack into container 
No. 2, and leave for four to ten 
minutes to slightly raise the tempera¬ 
ture of the seed. Then place iii con¬ 
tainer No. 3 in boiling water for ex¬ 
actly one minute by the watch. Tliej;e 
should he at hand boiling w.ster. In 
another vessel, so that it may be add¬ 
ed to container No. 3—in case it drops 
below boiling when the seed is first 
dropped in. Then place the sack of 
seed back into container No. 1 and 
leave for an hour, in order that tlie 
seed may he re-inoculated. Now sow 
the seed as soon a# sufficiently dry. 
Do not dry in the sunshine. 

The purpose of this treatment is to 
soften up the bur which surrounds the 
seed and hasten germination. If the 
above method is carried out the 
chances tor a good stand of clove^ 
sown after September 16 is greatly 
increased.

Food Administrator Writes Presi¬ 
dent America Conserved 14V 
000,000 Bushels Wheat. 


CREDIT DUE TO WOMEN. 


Meat and Fat Shipments Increased by 
844,600,000 Pounds. 


Conservation measures applied by 
the American people enabled the Unit¬ 
ed States to ship to the Allied peoples 
and to our own forces overseas 141,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and 844,600,- 
000 pounds of meat during the past 
year, valued in all at $1,400,000,000. 
This was accomplished In the face of a 
serious food shortage in this country, 
bespeaking the wholeheartedness and 
patriotism with which the American 
people have met the food crisis abroad. 

Food Administrator Hbover, in a let¬ 
ter to I’resident Wilson, explains how 
the situation was met. The voluntary 
conservation program fostered by the 
Food Administration enabled the piling 
up of the millions of bushels of wheat 
during 1917-18 and the shipment of 
meat during 1917-18. 

The total value of all food ship¬ 
ments to Allied destinations amounted 
to $1,400,000,000, all this food being 
bought through or In collaboration 
with the Food Administration. These 
figures are all based on oflieial reports 
and represent food e.vports for the 
harvest year that closed June 80, 1918. 

The shipments of meats and fats 
(including meat products, dairy prod¬ 
ucts, vegetable oils, etc.,) to Allied des¬ 
tinations were as follows: 

Fiscal year 1916-17... .2,166,500,000 lbs. 
Fiscal year 1917-18.. ..3,011,100,000 lbs.

However, 
oats must be grown on a larger scale 
than usual, due to the increasing de¬ 
mands for feed and pasture for live¬ 
stock. Oats is also indispensable as a 
cover or<H> to prevent leaching and 
wasUag of the soil during winter. 

Ttae time and method of planting 
determine to a large extent the 
sueeoM of the crop. The following 
facts about planting should be care¬ 
fully observed: 

1. Plant early enough in the fall 
80 that a good root system may be de¬ 
veloped, and considerable top growth 
made before cold weather comes. The 
best time for planting In north Ala¬ 
bama is from September 20 to Otcober 
10; for central Alabama any time dur¬ 
ing October. 

2. Use the open furrow method of 
seeding. The ridges made by the 
open furrow protect the young plants 
from cold winds, and the plants, being 
In a depression, are protected from 
heaving up in freezes. 

3. Prepare a good^ed bed for plant¬ 
ing so that the oats wdll germinate 
and grow off rapidly before cold weath¬ 
er. 

4. Plant only sound seed which has 
been separated from mixtures of W'ecd 
seeds, etc. 

On rich soils oats will make satis¬ 
factory yields without applying c.uy 
commercial fertilizer. But on an or¬ 
dinary soil it pays to apply 200 to 
300 pounds of acid phosphate per acre 
at the time of planting. A top dress¬ 
ing of some rich notrogenous material 
like sulphate of ammonia or nitrate of 
soda should be applied in March at: 
the rate of around 100 pounds per 
acre. 

The loss of oats from smut has 
been from 5 to 20 per cent of the crop 
each year. The disease was excep¬ 
tionally bad during the past season. 
This loss can be entirely prevented by 
a simple and inexpensive method of 
treating before planting. Not a sin¬ 
gle acre of oats should be planted 
w'ithout first treating for smut. 

The method is briefly as follows: 

The seed Is piled on a clean floor 
and sprinkled with a solution of one 
ounce of formalin to three gallons of! 
water, or one pound of formalin to 40' 
gallons of water. The seed is shoveled 
over until every grain IN wet with the. 
solution. The pile of seed is then cov¬ 
ered with canvass or burlap' bags and 
allowed to remain for six to eight 
hours. The seed Is then spread out 
In a thin layer to dry or planted Im- 
medifitely. 


Increase . 844,600,000 lbs. 

'Our slaughterable animals at tbe be¬ 
ginning of the last fiscal year were not 
appreciably larger than the year be¬ 
fore and particularly in bogs; lliey 
were probably less. The increase in 
shipments is due to conservation and 
the extra weight of animals added l)y 
our farmers. 

Tlie full effect of these efforts began 
to bear tlieir best results in llic last 
half of tlie fiscal year, when tbe ex¬ 
ports to tbe Allies were 2,1,‘’.8,100,000 
pounds, as against 1,266,500,000 pounds 
in the same period of the year before. 
Tills compares with an average of 
801,000,000 pounds of total exports for 
the same lialf years ka the throe-year 
pre-war period. 

In cereals and cereal products re¬ 
duced to tprms of cereal bushels our 
shipments to Allied destinations have 
been:

Fiscal year 1917-18..810,800,000bushels 


Increase . 80,900,000 bushels 

Of tliese cereals our sliipments of 
the prime lireadstuffs in the fiscal year 
1917-18 to -Vllicd destinations were: 
Wheat 131,000,000 liusliels ami of rye 
13,900,000 bushels, a total of 14-1,900,- 
000 bushels. 

The exports to Allied destinations 
during the fiscal year 1916-17 were: 
Wheat 135,160,000 busliels and rye 
2,300.000 Itusliels, a total of 137,-100,000 
bushels. In addition some 10,000,000 
bushels of 1017 wheat are now In port 
for Allied destinations or en route 
tliereto. The total shipments to Allied 
countries from our last harvest of 
wheat will be therefore, about 141,000,- 
000 bushels, or a total of 154,900,000 
bushels of prime hreadstuffs. lu ad¬ 
dition to this we have shipped sonm 
10,000,000 bushels to neutrals depend¬ 
ent upon us, 'and we have received 
some Imports from oilier (puirters. 

“Tliis accompli.sliment of our people 
in this matter stands out even more 
clearly if we bear in mind that we liad 
availalile in the fiscal year 1916-17 
from net carry-over and as surplus 
over our normal consumption about 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat which we 
wore able to export that year wilboiit 
trenching on our h'lme loaf,” Mr 
Hoover said. “This last year, however, 
owing to the large failure of the 1917 
wheat crop, we bail available from net 
carry-over and production ami imporl." 
only just about our normal consiimp 
tion. Therefore our wheat .shipmen'.s 
to Allied destinati'ons repre.sent ap¬ 
proximately savings from our ouii 
wheat bread. 

"These figures, however, do not fully 
convey the volume of tbe effort and 
sacrifice made daring tbe past yea 
by tbe whole American peoiilo. De¬ 
spite tlia magnifieenl effort of our agri 
cultural populatioti in ].bulling a iiim-h 
increased acreage in 1917. not only wa.s 
tliere a very larf'e tailuri' in wiieal. 
but also tlie corn fiiilod to nialnre pro])- 
eriy, and our corn i.-; our dominiiiit crop. 

"I am sure,” .\If. Hoover wrote tn 
concluding bis rcpori. “tiiat all liie 
millions of our people, axi'icultnrul as 
well as urliiiii, wlio have coiiirilmtej 
to these rcsull.s sboiiid feel a very 
definite satisfactinii iliat in a yedr of 
universal food sliortiigcs in the iiorlli- 
eni lieniispliere ail of lltose people 
joined togetiier against Germany liave 
come tlirougli into siglit of the coniii!

"It is dilHciilt to distingiiisli lietwcon 
viMilous sections of onr iieopie—the 
homes, iTuhlic eating place.s, food 
trades, iiriiaii or iijirleultiirHl poptila- 
tlon.s—in assessing'eredit for tliese re¬ 
sults, but no one will deny tlie domi¬ 
nant part of tlie American women.”

Two pounds of sugar a moiitli—half 
a pound a week—tliat is tlie .sugar ra¬ 
tion the U. S. Food Admiii'stratioii 
has asked every American to oliserve 
until January 1, 1919, in order to iiiako 
sure tliere sliall be eiiougli for our 
Army and Navy, for the Allied aniiies 
and for tlie civilians of those natioiis. 

By New Year’s the world .sugar sit¬ 
uation will be relieved .somewlml l'»y 
the new crop. Cuban sugar of Ibis 
year’s crop will be arriving in tliis 
country. 

Every available sugar source will lie 
drawn on by the Food .■Vdmiiiistration 
during the neixt winter moiiUis to iiiaiii- 
talu suflicielit stocks hero to keep up 
our national sugar supply. During Oc¬ 
tober the first American beet sugar 
will arrive in the markets. By iiie 
middle of November some of our Lou¬ 
isiana cane crop will be availalile. All 
ef this sugar and more may lie iieedi il 
to keep this nation siipplieil on a re¬ 
duced ration and to safeguard tlie Al¬ 
lied sugar ration from still fiirllier 


reduction. In Europe the preseht ra¬ 
tion is already reduced to a minimum. 

Our Situation. 

The .situation which the United 
States faces in its efforts to maintain 
a fair dislrihulioii of sugar to tlie Al¬ 
lied world is us follows: 

Sugar supplies throughout the coun¬ 
try, in homes, stores, factories and 
bal^cries arc at a low ebb. We must 
m:'.ko increased sugar sliipments to the I 
Allies. I 

Production of American beet and' 
Louisiana canc crops have been disap¬ 
pointing. 

Porto Rico crops have been cur¬ 
tailed. 

Immense sugar stocks in Java can¬ 
not be reached on account of the sliip- 
piiig shortage; ships aie needed for 
troop movements and munitions. 

Army and Navy sugar requirements 
have increased as well as those from 
the Allies. 

Most industries using sugar have had 
tlieir allotnient reduced by one-liulf; 
some will receive no sugar. 

ilouseliolds should make every ef¬ 
fort to preserve the'frait crop without 
sugar, or with .-iniall amounts of siigur. 
Later, when tlio sugar supply is liirg- 
or, the canned fruit may be sweetened 
us il is used. 
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France must Import sugar loday, 
most of it from this side of tlie ocean, 
because the largest portion of I'rcncli 
sugar beet land is in Gerniaii Iiand.s.

The Boare about the big o. otton 
crop has proved to be a case of oross- 
iog the bridge before We get to it. 
We have been very diiigent for t h e- 
past few weeks in securing reliable 
data in regard to the cotton crop con¬ 
ditions from ail the cotton growing 
states. Since the Government’s esti¬ 
mate of fifteen million bales based on 
condition of the crop on June 25th, 
dry hot weather has prevailed in 
every cotton growing state west of 
the Mississippi River and has reduced 
the prospective yield nearly three 
million bales. The Government re¬ 
duced its estimate on July 26th near¬ 
ly two million bales. Deterioration 
has continued in the western belt un¬ 
til there is not a state west of the 
Mississippi that will make as much 
cotton as it did last year. There is 
no possible gain over last year’s crop 
except in the eastern states, and these 
have also suffered great deterioration 
from the recent hot wave. There is 
possibly a gain over last year’s crop 
of about a half million bales, moat of 
which will come from Mississippi and 
Alabama. The South’s cotton crop 
can not exceed twelve million bales. 
This will be short of the world’s 
needs; and there should not, and 1 
believe not, be any serious decline in 
the price of cotton if it is marketed 
gradually and carefully. 

It is stated in official circles that 
American mills will need nearly a 
million bales more cotton the coming 
year than was used last year. ' Ameri¬ 
ca exported four and a half mi 1 li o n 
bales last year. Recently England 
has increased her active spindles five 
per cent and increased the number of 
hours per week for all active spindles 
fifteen per cent. This equivalent to 
twenty-five per cent increase in con¬ 
sumption or more than a million bales 
If the world must have at leat a mil¬ 
lion hales more cotton this year as 
compared with last year and the in¬ 
crease in yield is not more than a half 
million, why worry about the price of 
cotton? 

We have recently seen a few ar¬ 
ticles in the papers forecasting a fear 
that the farmers would inaugurate,a 
bolding movement and try to boost 
the price of cotton to fifty cents a 
pound. 1 want to say to the author 
of such articles that the writer is oon- 
tinously associated with .farmers and 
has not yet heard a farmer advooatiftg 
fifty c!:nt3 for cotton. The farmer t» 
as patriotic as any other man a n;^. 
wants for his cotton only the cost plus 
a reasonable profit. The cost of pro¬ 
ducing cotton this year is about two 
and one-half times greater than 
normal. By the time the cotton is 
harvested, ginned, and baled, the 
average cost will be twenty-five cents 
or more per pound, they will be satis¬ 
fied; but, if the price of cotton should 
go very much below these figures a 
bolding movement would be the re¬ 
sult and prove very effective. Those 
who are afraid farme'rs will attempt to 
speculate by a holding movement are 
probably those profiteers who have 
been charging three dollars per bush¬ 
el for meal all the yqar and profiteer¬ 
ing otherwise.

Montgomery.—After securing ex¬ 
pressions from cotton producers and 
ginners throughout the state, the 
purpose of which was to secure ex¬ 
pressions from all interests involved 
as to what would be a fair and reason¬ 
able price for ginning the'current 
season. Federal Food Administrator 
R. M. Hobble today made the follow¬ 
ing announcement: 

“A uniform charge of $3.60 per 
bale of 600 lbs or less, of lint cotton 
is hereby established for ginning ser¬ 
vice in Alabama for the 1018 season. 
A charge of 70o per 100 lbs of lint cot¬ 
ton for excess weight above 500 lbs to 
600 lbs and 80o per. 100 lbs. On all 
weiget in excess of 600 ibs, is allowed. 
Ginnere are requested to furnish bag¬ 
ging and ties to the farmer at cost, 
but in no case are ginners allowed to 
charge an excess of 10 par cent profit 
over cost of bagging and ties. The 
farmer may furnish his own bagging 
and ties, if be desires, and the gin¬ 
ners shall make no charge for putting 
it on. 

“It is the desire of the Food Ad¬ 
ministration that cotton bales should 
be standardized at as near 600 lbs, as 
possible in order to conserve bagging 
and ties, transportation and labor in 
handling. It is also desirable to 
avoid the danger to ginning machin¬ 
ery caused by pressing bales of exces¬ 
sive weight, therefore, the above 
price of 80o per 100 lbs of lint- cotton 
for excess weight' above 600 lbs is 
fixed. 

“Ginners are authorized and ex¬ 
pected to refuse to gin green and wet 
cotton.” 

“The earnest and patriotic co¬ 
operation of all producers of cotton 
is desired.”

Total casualties announced 
to date number 21,467, including 
376 in today’s army list The total 
'Umy casualties number 18,707; 
the marine corps list 2760. 

Total deaths, including killed in 
action, deaths from wounds, dis¬ 
ease and other causes since the 
United States forces landed in 
France, number 8233, including 

291 soldiers lost at sea. Of this 
number, 7296 were of the army 
and 837 of the marine corps.

In observing the food regula 
tions and conservation in ou 
country, when so much depends 
on our food supply in this great 
world crisis, I was made to think 
of some benefits that could be 
realized by conserving the wasted 
land and labor that should be used 
in producing food: especially 
that part which is being used to 
grow and manufacture tobacco. 

A careful study of the latest of 
ficial statistics, which can be ob¬ 
tained from Mr. L. M. Estabrook 
chief of the Bureau of Agriculture 
Washington, D. C. reveals the in 
formation represented in the fol¬ 
lowing figures and comparisons: 

Tobacco culture in the United 
States for 1917, oflficial report: 

Acres in cultivation ..„..1,446,600 

Production per acre .827 lbs 

Total production.1,196,451,000 lbs. 

Total farm value.;..$297,422,000 

Farm laborers..„300,000 

Factory laborers .. .240,000 

Total number of laborers ..240,000 

This same land if planted in 
wheat would produce 27,486,400 
bushels (estimates based on wheat 
production in same states where 
tobacco, is grown.) This wheat 
could be planted, harvested, and 
made into flour with only 46,000 
laborers. This would leave a bal- 
anoe of 495,000 laborers to engage 
in food production, and if they 
should all engage in raising wheat 
and if they should all engage in 
raising wheat and making flour 
they could produce and manufac¬ 
ture 260,000,000 bushels. This 
would furnish about one hundred 
pounds of flour for every man, 
woman, and child in the United 
States. Can yoa not see that 
every acre planted in tobacco and 


every pound sold and consumed in 
support of such planting is help¬ 
ing to make the food shortage more 
serious? We are in a world war 
for democracy: our allies are de¬ 
pending on us for bread, the food 
administration declares bread will 
win the war, and if bread fails, 
our armies will fail. What shall 
we do? Shall we continue to 
squander this force of fertile soil 
and man power to indulge the 
abnormal appetite and injurious 
use of.^tobacco, when it imperils 
our homes, the freedom of which 
is made sacred by the blood of our 
fathers? 

Think of this when you buy next 
supply of tobacco, and when the 
children of war stricken countries 
cry for bread just remember that 
you are helping to increase their 
woe and want by jour wilful 
waste. 

Have these facte and figures per¬ 
colated the nicotine lining of your 
brainpan with sufiScient force for 
you to see the criminality of this 
needless waste? It not, read it 
again then answer these two ques 
lions: First, is it partiotio to 
raise, sell, or use tobacco? Second 
are you a patriot? 

Tobacco is the admitted cause of 
many diseases, including heart di 
sense, palsy, insanity, cancer, and 
consumption, and is the cause of 
no less than twenty-five thousand 
deaths in our land every year. 

Nicotine, the essential principal 
of tobacco, is so poison that o n 
drop placed on the tongue of 
cat produces convulsions, a n 
deattf in two minutes. It h a 
been demonstrated that neither 
cannibals nor buzzards will e a 
the flesh of tobacco users. 

The people of the United States 
spend one billion dollars annually 
for tobacco, and yet pious people 
will excuse themselves by saying 
the Scriptures do not condemn it 
Well, let us see what say t h e 
Scriptures.

1HE PREVENTING OF 

COTTON BOLL ROT

Cotton anthracnose, quite generally 
known as boll-rot, is a serious enemy 
of the cotton crop In some sections of 
Alabama. It ooours' on the bolls, 
leaves and stems of the plant, and on 
the young seedlings. Most ef the dam¬ 
age occurs on the bolls, but frequently 
during cool spells in the spring, the 
seedlings are attacked and many of 
them killed. 

Anthraonose on the bells may be 
recognized by the dark to purplish col¬ 
ored spot which usually appears near 
the tip. As the disease spreads from 
this spot, the center may turn pinkish 
in color. In very dry weather the 
spores are not produced In abundance, 
and the spoil may be gi'ay to black in¬ 
stead of pink. 

The fungus which causes the disease 
penetrates the boll wall and attacks 
the lint and seed. The most common 
form of diseased boll is the boll with 
only one or two locks' destroyed and 
the other locks mature and open. Bolls 
.are frequently found which are not 
badly attacked at any point but in 
which the lint is slightly discolored. 
Both types of boll are found to contain 
diseased seed. 

Yhe fungus remains alive in the 
peed until planted and starts to grow, 
when It attacks the young seedlings. 
The disease will remain on the young 
plant until the bolls appear, when 
they are attacked. Thus the disease 
is continued from year to year. 

Anthracnose is introduced on the 
farm through the use of Infected seed. 
After the wop is once diseased, there 
is nothing that can be done; but 
there are several steps that can be 
taken to protect the cotton crop of 
the next year. 

The first and most Important step is 
the selection of seed free from disease. 
These should be selected, if po,ssible, 
from a field which shows no anthrac¬ 
nose, or from plants in an Infected 
field, which are free of the disease, 
and are not located near a plant with 
diseased boUs. 

It is possible to entirely elemlnate 
anthracnose by selecting clean seed 
and planting these on land which did 
not grow diseased plants the year be- 
for*. 

Practteally clean seed can also be 
obtained by storing the seed for two 
years. During this time, the fungus 
in the seed dies out without a notice¬ 
able decrease in the germinating pow¬ 
er of the seed.

Formerly classed as a luxury, su.'tai 
is now a war time essential. The fair 
and Just division of this essential is 
in the hands of the various Allied 
food controllers. ! 

The United States Food Administra¬ 
tion has asked this nation to observe 
a voluntary sugar ration of two 
pounds per person a inontli. 

In the other countries at war with 
Germany sugar is one of tire scarce 
articles on every menu—whether In 
the households of both rich and poor, 
or in the hotels. 

England today has a sugar ration 
of two pounds per month per person. 
In France the ration is a pound qnd a 
half and in Italy it is one pound a 
mouth. And the prices in allied coun¬ 
tries are from two to three times as 
high as In Ajnerlca. » 

If you go to a hotel in England or 
France these days and order tea or 
coffee they serve absolutely no sugar 
with it. If you want sugar you must 
Icing it with you. 

In England it Is allowable to use 
one-seventh of an ounce of sugar In 
the preparation of eacli lunclieon. In 
Prance many persons carry little sac¬ 
charine tablets about with them for 
use in hotels and*in England rich and 
poor must take their sugar willi llieni 
if they wish to have sweetened tea 
while visiting friends. 

Before the war started France had 
625,000 acres devoted to sugar produc¬ 
tion. By 1917 the French sugar acre¬ 
age had decreased to 180,000 acres. 
Today the French inan or woman with a 
sugar card has no assurance wluitever 
that he or she will be able to netiiaOy 
buy sugar. To buy it, one must first 
find it. 

Italy Hat “State Sugar.” 

Especially drastic regulations govern 
ih« use of sugar in Italy. Its nianu- 
jucture, distribution and sale are close¬ 
ly controlled, and In part aclually 
taken over by the state. 

Saccharine is permitted to ho sold 
and used as a substitute for sugar and 
the government manufactures a mix¬ 
ture of saccharine and sugar culled 
“State Sugar,” which is largely used. 

German Sugar Ration Adequate. 

Germany, before the war, producc'd 
» great surplus of sugar and exported 
large quantities. Today the Germans 
have virtually gone out of tlie oxpori 
business, but have plenty of cheap 
sugar for home use. 

Wholesale prices prevalent In tiie 
Allied nations, according to informa¬ 
tion received by .be United States 
Food Administration are as follows: 
England, 10 cents a pound; France. 
12 cents; Italy, 2(5 cei ;s. 

While these bigb prices are being 
paid abroad the American wholesale 
Di'lc« is beil.g lieiU at TVs cents.

A BOX FROM HOME 


War Time Sweeteners 


MERICA has several excellent war time sweet¬ 
eners. that will be used largely duinng the 
shortage in the sugar supply. 

They are maple sugar, syrups, honey and 
molasses and may be used in prepai'ing des¬ 
serts and other dishes requiring sweetening. 

When a cup of syrup or honey is used 
to replace a cup of sugar the liquid in the 
recipes should be decreased one-fourth. 
One-third of a cupful of sugar is equivalent 
to one-third of a cup of honey, about one- 
half cup of syrup and about one-half cup of corn sugar. 
One-fourth of a cup of sugar is equal to about one-half 
cup of syrup or one-third cup of corn sugar. One table¬ 
spoon of sugar is equal to one tablespoon of honey, about 
one and one-half table.spoons of syrup and one and one- 
third tablespoons of corn sugar. 

Sugar may be saved by the use of raisins, dates, figs, 
dried pears and fruit pastes used on the breakfast cereals. 

Fruit marmalades, butters and jellies should be used 
to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
not as'accessories to it. Fruits may be preserved without 
sugar. It may be added when sugar is more plentiful. 

Presei’viug demands this year a thin syrup instead of a 
heavy syrup. 

If sugar is used one-half of the amount may be I’eplaced 
by another sweetener. 

Drying is a means of preserving (without sugar) ap¬ 
ples, cherries, strawberries and black caps. 

When ready to use they may have added the needed 
sugar in the form of a syrup. When sugar is more plentiful 
fruit juices may be made into jellies or may be used as 
fruit juices with or without sugar, as beverages, fruit 
gelatins and frozen desserts. 

Fresh fruits supply the place of sugar in the diet. They 
should he used freely. Desserts where sugar is scarce 
may be made of gelatins, junkets, custards, puddings and 
cakes.

Let me quote these a'htoundiDg 
and eignifloient statements from 
“Fuel Facts,’’ receutly published 
by the Administration; 

“Every time a fifteen tliousand- 
ton-troop ehip carries American 
soldiers to the fighting front in 
France it consumes about three 
thousand tons of coal or 12,000 
barrels of fuel oil. More than 
four million tons of coal ate con¬ 
sumed in a year in transporting 
the supplies which must go forth 
in a continuous stream to maintain 
a single ariny. Our present ship¬ 
building program will demand 
fourteen million tons of Coal mere¬ 
ly to manufacture and transport 
the steel to be used in ship con¬ 
struction; and, in building eight 
million tons of vessels we will use 
nearly fl^e tons of coal for every 
ton of shipping that leaves the 
ways.

year’s demands (at least 80,000,- 
000 tons) must be bridged.” 

These figures demonstrate the 
reason for, and illustrate the prob¬ 
lems of the Fuel Administration. 
They show the relation between 
fuel conservation and patriotism. 
They point out .the necessity for 
the strictest economy in the use of 
coal and petroleum products. 
They should arouse the liveliest 
interest of every one who has a 
mite of interest in our boys who 
have gone, and are daily going to 
fight the war for US. The person 
who would, in the light of these 
facts, waste a pound, or a pint, of 
these essential fuels, upon which 
the lives of those boys, and their 
victory so largely depends, is 
spiking the guns of this country. 

The miuers of the United 
States have glorified themselves 
with a spirit of patriotism in go¬ 
ing about their task of increasing 
production. Not only do they toil 
harder and more constantly, but 
they are giving their earnings 
with a lavish band and a gener¬ 
ous and cheerful heart to every 
agency engaged in helping to win 
the war and in relieving our 
wounded soldiers and the war- 
stricken people of the world. Vol¬ 
umes might be and will be be 
written in their praise. With the 
best, however, that these noble 
toilers can do, much of the differ¬ 
ence between supply and demand 
must be overcome by domestic 
consumers—by oon8erve^.tion, by 
rigid economy on OUR part. Is 
not enough said to cause you to 
cut your coal and gasoline con¬ 
sumption one half ? You can do 
it and never suffer, here, where na¬ 
ture still gives us wood in abun¬ 
dance. Try it, and know that you 
are helping to “win the war.”

Although we have begua our 
second year as one of, the Allied 
Powers in the world struggle 
agiust the Hun, we are still in the 
preparatory stage of warfare in 
several important departments. 
This is seriously true in the Medi- 
cai Department of our Army and 
Navy, for which thousands of ad¬ 
ditional doctors and nurses are 
being urgently asked by Surgeon- 
General Gorgas. He states, in an 
appeal just issued, that the 15, 
000 pbysicans now in the service 
forms only the nucleus of the per¬ 
fected organization which we must 
have, if our boys are to have the 
attention which the experience of 
our Allies shows us they will 
shortly require. 

The staries we read of the long 
lines of waiting stretchers before 
the little dressing stations where 
two or three surgeons and their 
nurses work feverishly day and 
night until they drop from ex¬ 
haustion, must not be the portion 
of our sons and brothers if we can 
prevent it. And we can and must 
even though it means the first real 
sacrifice to many sections of the 
country. 

I firmly believe, however, that 
we can not only release these dcio- 
tors from general practice for this 
service with our armies, but by 
taking immediate steps prepara¬ 
tory to this reduction in home 
medical service, following the sug¬ 
gestions whicii 1 herein submit to 
the people of our country, we will 
profit, to a degree, in better health 
conditions at home, added happi¬ 
ness and increased efficiency, 
which will be one of the greatest 
blessings to come from the war. 

A properly organized and earn¬ 
estly and persistently executed 
public health system, perfectly 
simple and practical for any oom- 
muity, will not only release the 
.doctors needed for military service 
but, in many cases, will doubtless 
result in more time for rest and 
study for the one physican who 
is left on territory which formerly 
supported two or three doctors. 

There are glaring instances of 
insanitary condition about our 
homes, behind our stores and on 
our streets, v/hich suggest lack of 
civic pride ana reckless indiffer- 
enee, even in times of peace and 
plenty. But now we have several 
considerations facing us as patrio¬ 
tic citizens. We know that the 
feeling that eveay possible meas¬ 
ure la being taksn to insure h i s 
folks back" home remaining well, 
will remove a great source of. anx¬ 
iety and distress from the mind of 
the soldier overseas and make a 
better fighter of him. Again, the 
full time and energy of every 
worker is now needed for the sup¬ 
port of a fighting and starving 
world. Prevent illness and save 
the time of both the patient and 
those who must neglect other work 
to nurse and otherwise serve him. 

Think of the millions which 
would be available for Liberty 
Bonds if only one tenth of the 
preventable diseases were banish¬ 
ed by the common-sense obser. 
vance of plain, simple sanitary 
rules. The kaiser has no greater 
friend among us than these same

preventable diseases; for, strange 
as it may seem, praqtioally all of 
our summer diseases are absolutely 
preventable. Typhoid fever, ma¬ 
laria, summer bowel troubles, a 1 1 
belong to this group, and we 
should not tolerate the conditions 
which make them possible at any 
time, especially now, when we can 
not afford the worry, waste of 
time, money and enery, which are 
so sorely needed for winning the 
war quickly and saving our boys. 

How are we to accomplish this? 
We will begin at your home. If 
your house is not screened sup¬ 
pose we try starving the flies by 
covering slop buckets and garbage, 
—stop throwing waste and dish¬ 
water about your kitchen. Put it 
in well-covered vessels until it can 
be properly and safely disposed of. 
You might even prevent any flies 
being born on your place by prop¬ 
erly screening your closets and 
using lime freely about all out¬ 
houses. Don’t allow a tin can or 
other vessel that will hold a spoon¬ 
ful of water to stay about your 
premises. A mosquitto family 
will emege from each within 48 
hours. Keep all ponds drained or 
oiled, and all barrels tightly cov¬ 
ered. Take that pig from its 
foul-smelling, hot pen and turn it 
into a little pasture for the sum¬ 
mer. It will be healthier for the 
pig as well as for you and the 
neighbors. Broken glass and 
nails in planks are a constant 
source of danger. Clean them up. 
Remove rotten planks and accumu¬ 
lated plunder from atticks, out¬ 
houses and plunder rooms. Burn 
or scatter in the sunshine and air 
the mouldly piles of rubbish to be 
found about every home of the 
thrifty person, who finds ‘‘every 
thing has a use if kept long 
enough.” Cut all weeds about 
your premises and burn as soon as 
dry enough. 

And, please, be especially on the 
job in regard to your water supply 
If you have a cistern see at once 
to the filter, and remove old buck¬ 
ets and other lost articles of other 
years from wells and cisterns. Al¬ 
low no drainage towards your well 
and have proper curbing and well¬ 
fitting cover. The purest of 
spring water, hauled a mile, kept 
in barrels several days and possi¬ 
bly contaminated in the handling, 
accounts for the only oases of ty¬ 
phoid we have, so far, had in 
Montevallo this season. 

Another source of sickness, just 
now, is unripe, over-ripe, or un¬ 
washed fruits and vegetables Pro¬ 
per and healthful foods for t li e 
season, when eaten properly pre¬ 
pared, may cause much sickness if 
eaten hot from the sun, unclean, 
or taken too freely when very 
tired, hot or hungry. 

While the cook has evoked the 
poet’s song she has also provoked 
the dyspeptic’s lament. It is a 
sad fact that countless cases of 
minor and chronic ailment are 
directly due to. improperly pre¬ 
pared and poorly cooked food. 
There is no more promising field, 
just now, for real missionary 
work than that which opens up 
before the women who do know 
how to cook and could Impart 
this knowledge, through classes in 
cooking, among their less for¬ 
tunate sisters. This is entirely 
possible, even for small town 
workers, because it has been and 
is being done elsewhere. It might 
be undertaken in connection with 
the House Service work of our Bed 


Cross Chapter. Certainly the 
results in added health, vim and 
vitality among those who must 
support the fighter by their toil, 
as well as reducing by countless 
numbers casee of illness and ine- 
fiSciency, makes the prospect one 
worthy of serious effort. 

Don’t fail to have your teeth 
and those of each child examined 
at least twice every year and put 
in good order. This should really 
be largely attended to through 
medical and dential examination 
of school boards are made up of 
members who are not afraid of 
progress this will be the main 
thing attended to. For sound 
teeth, healthy gums and a clean 
mouth go a long way towards in¬ 
suring good health. Indeed, bad 
m .uth conditions, with diseased 
tonsils and adnoids, cause most 
casee of rheumatism and neural¬ 
gia, as well as many heart, lung 
and stomach diseases. And most 
of these might be prevented, or 
cured, at their very beginning, by 
having regular medical and dental 
examiners for every school. 

Members of soldiers’ families 
should take note that wherever 
they have not the money tor se¬ 
curing any of the services above 
mentioned their local Home Ser¬ 
vice section of the Red Cross will 
assist them promptly and gladly. 

Now these are a few of the 
most important and easily carried- 
out suggestions looking to better 
public health and full medical 
service for our soldiers overseas 
I fully believe that it is entirely 
within our power to both release 
the full number of doctors need¬ 
ed for military service, and in 
crease the happiness, well-being 
and usefulness of those at home by 
carrying out these suggestions 
Who will take the first step in 
your community? 

Who will start the movement in 
each section for an earnest and 
sustained effort towards C)nse.v- 
ing our health resou'ces as an aid 
t) early victory and permanent 


peace?

INCREASE CORN YIELD BY 
SELECTING SEED IN FIELD 


Ny !*• O. Davis, AaaiMant Boys’ Club

It is a well known fact that the 
average yield of corn per acre In Ala¬ 
bama is entirely too low. The average 
yield for the entire United States Is 
26 buehela par acre, while in Ala¬ 
bama it is OBly 18.1. Thug It is 
seen that Alabama if nearly 10' 
bushels below the avaMtge. 

There are several way* ojC inoreas- 
Ifif thu yield, bat tali or field select¬ 
ion of seed Is the SMst inexpensive 
method. By aotual test the U. 9. De- 
partmeat of Agriculture found that 
field seleoted seed produced 20 per 
cent more corn per acre than seed 
selected ftom the crib in the spring 
of the year. The Department of 
Agrioulture further states that the 
best Quality of field seleoted corn Is 
worth 225 per bushel more for seed 
purposes than orlb selected seed. 

Seed corn should be selected In the 
field aa soon as it Is thoroughly ma¬ 
ture. If allowed to stay in the field 
longer Us vitality may be reduced by 
frost, freeie, rain, etc. The time of 
selection is very important and should 
not be overlooked. An ordinary sack, 
which may be swung over the shoul¬ 
der, is Bufflcleut equipment. 

There are many good varieties of 
corn but saoit of them vary In dif¬ 
ferent seotioaa^aud ere often known 
by various nameg. No one best variety 
'can be named. In each community 
the variety making the greatest yield 
should be selected. 

.Other thli^ge being equal a ehort, 
thick stalk is preferable. Short 
stalks are not so easily blown dovvu 
and permit thleker planting. Thick or 
large stalks are harder to break do.vu 
and are generally more productive 
than slender ones. 

Stalks having advantage of either 
moisture, spaoe. or fertility should not 
be selected. Excellence due to these 
advantages is not transmitted. TIpjse 
outyieidlng others having the sii/me 
treatment are desirable. Ears having 
long, tight fitting shucks should be 
selected. This Is one of the great¬ 
est protections against weevils and 
should be given special attention. 

On the average one bushel of seed 
corn will plant six acres. About twice 
as much as will be needed shoflld be 
selected in the field. Another select¬ 
ion for soundness should be made al 
the barn and another general seleotloi., 
when preparing to plant the next 
spring. 

The same day seed corn Is gather' 
ed the husked ears should be put in 
a dry place where there la free cli- 
culation of Sir. The ears should not 
touch each other. If left in husks 
or allowed to touch each other damage 
"from heating may be the result. B/ 
leaving corn In a suck or pile ons 
day after harvestlifg the vitality ma/ 
be reduced. 

An open shed or 'oft Is a good plaop 
to store seed corn. Prom 15 to s9 
ears may be tied on a binder twine 
or any strong coid and swung to 
some overhead shpfJort, and they Will 
thoroughly dry in Mvo months. Th.»y 
must not be exposed to the damp 
almoephero. 

THE CURING AND THE 
STACKING OF PEANUTS 

By M. H. Pearson, Assistant in AgrU 
culture. 


FUMiSATE WEEVILY 
CORN AND

The Mayor says clean up 
around your premises.

Since the peanut Industry has grown 
to be of considerable Importance in 
Alabama the question of curing and 
stacking naturally will confront ev¬ 
ery grower. 

After the nuts have been plowed up 
they should be dropped Into small 
piles or left In wlad-rows In the same 
manner as hay until thej' have cured 
fairly well. They should not be left 
in piles or wind-rows long enough to 
lose their leaves when removed t* 
felackg. 

After the vines have cured they 
should be placed In stacks. The stack 
poles should be approximately seven 
feet long, and should be placed firmly 
In the ground to' prevent blowing over 
by vrtnd. There should be nailed 
firmly on each stack pole two pieces 
about five feet long, one foot above 
the ground, so as to cross each other. 
This serves' to keep the vines and 
nuts on the bottom of the stack from 
molding, and also produces an air cur¬ 
rent underneath, the stack. The vines 
should be placed around these polee, 
only one vine deep, with the nuts to 
the pole and the vine end to the oirt- 
slde. This protects the nuts from the 
weather and from birds. 

The stack should be kept packed 
firmly as it Is being made, and after 
each stack Is finished It should be cav»- 
ped oft on top with gross, weeds, old 
sacks or anything that will protect 
fre» rata. 

The peanuts should remain In tiMS 
staok until they have thoroughly dried,, 
so that when a vine is removed and 
placed in the hand and given a shake 
you can' hear the peanuts rattle In 
the hull. The oil mill men say that 
Y.'''cn peanuts are not sufficiently dilcd 
they will go through a heat just as 
quickly as will green oettonseed wken 
bulked together. 

A yield of 35 bushels per acre wlU 
require ap.-roxiniately it peles per 
acre oi il ' ove descrlptWn.

At the present time unusually large 
quantities' of both corn and peas are 
iln storage la the State of Alabama, 
las well as In other Southern States, 
jin the southern portion of the State 
jthe damage to corn is likely to be se¬ 
vere in many Instances, and of course 
peas cannot be expected to maintain 
good condition if carried through the 
ksummer. Wherever those materials ^ 
(are to be stored during July and Au- 
jgust particularly, they should be 
'treated with Carbon blsulfld. 

In our Alabama Press Bulletin No. 
94 brief directions arawgiven for mak¬ 
ing a fumigation room. This bulletin 
will be sent to anyone requesting it. 

• For treating peas, beans, seed corn, 
’shelled corn, etc., a water-tight barrel 
Intakes a very good and convenient 
icontalner. The average dosage re- 
jquired for pea weevil control would 
jbe about one-fourth cupful of Carbon 
idisulfid per barrel, while with the 
jporn weevil the dose may well be in¬ 
creased to oue-ha)f cupful per barrel, 
as this weevil Is more resistant to gas 
.'effects than is the pea weevil. The 
iliquld can be poured directly upon 
either peas or corn if they are dry, 

[ but in either case it may be well to 
till the barrel to within a few inches 
of the top with the peas or corn, then 
■pack something like oat sacks Into 
^he top of the barrel and pour the 
liquid onto the sacks. The top of the 
barrel can then be covered by spread¬ 
ing heavy wrapping paper over and 
(closely tying it around the head of the 
[barrel. After the treatment the bar- 
Irel should be left closed for at least 
124 hours. If the insects are still alive 
lit means that a stronger treatment is 
necessary or that tk* barrel was not 
'tight enough, or ^ treatment was 
^iven in too cold weather. The quick- 
lest and most convenient results can 
tee obtained In warm weather, and It 
■Is best applied during the heat of the 
,day. Then keep the barrels closed 
with paper to prevent re-lnfestatlon. 

' Carbon dlsulfid ean be obtained from 
'druggists in most cases. Carbon dl¬ 
sulfid vapor is explosive when mixed 
.with air, just as gasoline vapor Is, and 
'the same care should be exercised In 
'each ease. 

If it Is desired to treat a large quan¬ 
tity, the amount needed for shelled 
corn and for peas may he estimated 
upon bushels, where the actual bush¬ 
els are known, at one and one-fourth 
cubic feet per bushel when the con' 
.talner or room Is practically filled 
with the material. In all cases the en- 
,tlre space enclosed must he reckoned 
with In determining the amount of 
(liquid Carbon dlsulfid that is required. 
For room treatment approximately 10 
pounds per thousand cubic feet In the 
.tightest of ordinary rooms, or In small¬ 
er doses where an exceptionally tight 
room has been built. 

I It may be possible Is some cases for 
;us to send an Entomologist to exam¬ 
ine the condition of the stored mate- 
[rials and to advise the proper treat¬ 
ment. There will be no expense to the 
owners where this arrangement can 
be made, and the fumigation will be 
.applied without charge except for the 
aotual cost of materials, which must 
■In all oases be borne by the owner. 
(Arrangements for such Inspection and 
’treatment may be made by writing the 
Entomologist, Auburn, Ala. 


TREATMENT UFT/O 

JOGS FOR LICE 

■ L. T. Wells, Assistant In Marketing.

In handling any number of hogs In 
this season of the year, one Is Impress- 
‘ed with the heavy Infestation of lice. 
Lice are very annoying to any animal, 
and at the same time have an Injurious 
effect. They tend to lower the vitality 
jot the animal and cause a loss of time 
and feed. 

'■ If only a few hogs are kept on the 
farm, lice may be controlled by spray¬ 
ing the animals with liquids that de¬ 
stroy the pests, but if any number are 
kept a hog dipping vat should bs con- 
'structed. 

A sat 12 feet long on top and I feet 
,on the bottom. 24 Inches wide at the 
top aud 14 Inches wide at the bottom, 
Is large enough to dip hogs of any size. 

Crude oil Is one of the cheapest and 
most satisfUctory dips to rid hogs of 
i lice. A solution of one pound of hard 
j soap, one gallon of kerosene, dissloved 
I in nine times its volume of warm water 
.'makes a satisfactory dip for hogs. 
These remedies are effective against 
I eoffa lice and mange. 

' Commercial dips sold under various 
trade names are effective If directions 
■are followed in their preparation, and 
use. 

An oiling post may be made by 
wrapping a post with a gunny sack 
whioh has been saturated with oil. If 
crude Oil is not available for a tew 
hogs, ordinary lutadcatlng oil may be 
•need. A post of this kind, if placed 
wheno hogs can have aeoess to It con- 
tinueuely, will do rnueh toward keep¬ 
ing them free ftroaa ronsta. Patent 
Silers may be bought but are rather 
expenelve for the small farmer. 

If lice are to be controlled they must 
be fought continuously. The hogs 
should he dipped every two weeks dur¬ 
ing the warm niouths. AU newly pur- 
^chased animals should be examined 
j>r lice and dipped. They should he 
i;eld In quarantine until any pests on 
them ai’e removed. AU Infested bed¬ 
ding should be burned.

The cabbage wenworm or turnip 
webworm has now become establish¬ 
ed ill the Gulf and Atlantic states. 
These worms prefer to feed In ihe 
bud of young plants or on the un ler- 
side of the leaves, also In the crown 
of plants like turnips and beets. On 
turnips they may burrow into the 
crown and also eat off the leaves at 
the base. 

The worms spin a silken web at 
the base of the leaves and when rest¬ 
ing they retreat beneath It, con ing 
out when feeding, which generally oc¬ 
curs at night. Growth is completed. 
In about two weeks whea the cater¬ 
pillar transforms to pupae. The n,OBt 
serious Injury seems to occur in late 
summer, particularly to young fall 
cabbage and turnips. 

The winter Is passed in the prpal 
stage and by practicing clean cul ur- 
al methods at) excellent opportunity 
is presented to reduce their num¬ 
bers. 

Arsenioals may be used to poison 
the caterpillars since they are not 
hidden In their webs when feeding. 
Arsenate of lead dusted or sprayed on, 
using two ounces to five gallons of 
water is effective and without the 
least possible danger to anyone u»< 
ing the vegetables for food. 


STORAGE HOUSE THE 
ONLY SURE METHOB 
SAVING SWEET POTATGES

The protracted and unusually celd 
weather of the past winter demon¬ 
strated the value of the sweet potato 
storage house more olearly than erar 
before. It was also demonstrated that 
more careful attention must be given 
to the proper construction of 
sweet potato storage house and 
adequate preparation made for main¬ 
taining the temperature In the bo'ase 
at or above 50 degrees at all times. 
Many losses were reported lu sweet 
potato storage houses during the past 
year but in every oase the loss could 
be traced directly to one or more of 
three causes: 

First: The potatoes were not dug 
until some time after heavy freezing 
'Which had already caused some dam¬ 
age to roots lying near the sur¬ 
face. 

Second: The houses were not prop¬ 
erly constructed with reference to 
proper Insulation' aud dead air space 
In the walls, ceilings and floors. A 
number of houses were properly pro¬ 
vided with dead air space In the side 
walls but had not been provided with 
a dead air space in -the floor or cell¬ 
ing, such as Is recommended lu the 
standard plan provided by the Gov- 
•rnment. 

Third: Insufficient plans h4d been 
made for maintaining a proper temp¬ 
erature Inside during cold winter 

• Where all three of the above faults 
were found lu methods of harvesting 
and storing, there was almost a total 
loss of the crop. 

Hundreds of growers who had been 
successful In storing in banks lost 
their entire crops, no matter what 
precautions were taken with refer¬ 
ence to timely digging and careful 
preparation of the banks. The bank¬ 
ing method at best is very wasteful 
and should be abandoned at the earl¬ 
iest possible opportunity. 

Where the potatoes were dug at 
the proper season, stored and cured j 
In properly constructed houses, and 
later provided, with heat at the pr.-ip-1 
er time to hold the temperature at 
or above 50 degrees, the potatoes kept 
throughout the entire winter and as 
late as July 1 In perfect condition. 

Crop prospects at the present time 
are not promising for more than an 
average yield. The Irish potato crop 
of the United States does not promise 
anything like last year. Therefore, it 
Is more important than ever that good 
care be taken of the present season’s 
crop of sweet potatoes. 

The Department of Horticulture at 
Auburn has published a bulletin de¬ 
scribing metheds of harvesting ?lid 
curing sweet potatoes with detailed 
suggestions for the remodeling ef old 
dwellings or other outbuildings fot 
curing and storage purposes. The De¬ 
partment has also oa hand for dls- 
tributlon plans for houses ■with 
capacities of 500 to 5000 bushels, with 
blueprint and photographic illustra’ 
tlons and detailed specifications oi 
the lumber needed in the construction 
of houses of various sizes. Thii 
InformaUon is free and every person 
who has as many as 100 bushels oi 
petatoas should write for It at once 

More sheep are needed on our Ma,- 
batta feraas, says the Alabama Ex- 
tension Service ef Auburn. Thest 
will net only mahe a proBt for ths 
owners, but will help to keep tjs 
place clean of weeds. There are many 
•orners about the average farm full 
of unsightly patches of weeds. II 
a compartlvely small number of shf-ey 
should be kept on the average Ala/ 
fcatno. farm there would be far losi 
thase unsighlly re-;;'-.
